VIDEO OF BRUTAL 
BRIDGEPORT BEATING 
HIGHLIGHTS DISTURBING 
SIDE OF A WIRED WORLD

Video of a 17-year-old being kicked and punched repeatedly in a 
snow-covered alley in Armour Square near Bridgeport grew into 
a viral Internet sensation, sparking a web of online commentary 
that highlighted the awkward and often-disturbing unraveling of 
youthful conflicts in a wired world. 

By Tuesday evening, a Facebook page condemning the attack 
had been created and “liked” by more than 5,000 people, many 
leaving vitriolic posts about how justice should be meted out on 
the attackers. The beating is just the latest of many acts, from sim- 
ply boneheaded to clearly criminal, that youths have found wor- 
thy of recording and posting to a wider audience. 

“Today our young people are experiencing this idea that unless 
their behavior is shared with the rest of the group, it doesn’t really 
count as something that happened,” said Glenn Sparks, a commu- 
nications professor at Purdue University who studies the effects 
of mass media on people. 

Investigators on Tuesday were questioning at least six teenag- 
ers. In the video, the attackers use several racial epithets while 
beating the young man, but police said the beating was not racially 
motivated. 

The victim, a senior at Curie Metro High School on the South- 
west Side, was taken to Mercy Hospital and Medical Center, where 
he was treated for bruises, abrasions and a laceration to his lip. 

The video— posted on TbuTube, and shown on this page in 
screen grabs— shows what appears to be six boys or young men 


punching and kicking the victim in the head, legs and back as he 
pleads for them to stop. The beating continues for several minutes, 
with one of the attackers taking shoes out of the victim’s backpack 
then dangling one of them in front of his face in a taunting manner. 

Police said the attackers took the victim’s wallet and $180 in 
cash, as well as the shoes. 

Throughout the day, people claiming to know the youths in- 
volved in the attack posted boasts and condemnations, along with 
crisscrossing theories on the assailants’ motives. 

One young woman posted a rambling, four-and-a-half-minute 
TbuTiibe video of her own saying: “I know what they did is wrong. 
... Regardless of the fact that it was wrong of them to do so, they 
had their reasons to go after him.” 

Sparks said the public outpouring of emotion and outrage, as 
well as the decision by someone to post the violent act online, 
demonstrates how many young people have come to believe that 
all actions are worthy of dissemination. 

“In the electronic age, the idea that we can share information 
instantaneously really transforms our basic identity from a private 
person to a more corporate person, a person who is a part of a 
group,” Sparks said. 

“In order to be significant, the behavior has to be out there and 
readily available for everyone to have access to.” 

Alan Krok, a veteran Chicago police detective, said videotaping 
a beating like the one in Armour Square demonstrates how igno- 
rant young people can be about the consequences of their actions. 

“Everybody sees it. That’s the evidence,” said Krok, who is not 
investigating the beating but speaks to high school and elemen- 
tary school students across the city about crimes that are cap- 
tured on video. “When it hits YouTube, (the youths involved in 
the crimes] don’t think the whole thing through.” 

But some, he said, videotape their crimes for competition and 
bragging rights: “It’s kind of like an empowerment— ‘Here’s proof 
that we’re tough guys.’ ” 


Attackers who 
upload leave 
evidence

This week’s incident is not the first time the post- 
ing of violent video online has led to police action. 

Last fall, a Chicago teenager was arrested on 
aggravated battery charges after a video surfaced 
of him punching a 56 -year-old homeless man 
at a CTA Red Line stop more than six months 
earlier. Scotty Strahan, then 18, approached the 
man at the Chicago Avenue “L’ stop in April and 
punched him in the face while friends filmed the 
attack, according to police. 

The recording was posted to the Internet in No- 
vember, prompting investigators to find the home- 
less man, who then signed a criminal complaint. 
Strahan eventually turned himself in to police. 

Also in Chicago, Fenger High School drew 
international attention after the beating death 
of an honor roll student, 16 -year-old Derrion Al- 
bert, was captured on video during a melee near 
the school in 2009. Five assailants went to pris- 
on-four for lengthy sentences— for that attack. 

In Wall Township, N.J., not far from the Jersey 
Shore, two people were arrested last month after 
police were tipped to Y)uTube videos showing a 
homeless man being beaten in mid-December. 

In the videos, 50 -year-old David Ivins is 
punched and kicked by a man who police— with 
the help of the online images— identified as 
20 -year-old Taylor Giresi. 

Wall Township Lt. Walt Pomphrey said when 
they went to question Giresi, a juvenile he was with 
admitted recording the attacks on a cellphone. 

“It was good for us,” Pomphrey said of the re- 
cording, explaining that without it, police might 
not have identified a suspect so soon. 

In Franklin, Mass., last month, an online video 
showing a Dean College student being beaten 
led to the expulsion of nine students.

$1 more to flag cab? 


Council to vote on plan 
that would make 
fuel charge permanent

Mayor limantiers administration compromised 
on a taxi industry regulation plan Tuesday, put- 
ting forward a package officials said would im- 
prove the safety of Chicago's cab fleet while 
easing the burden on taxi companies to comply 
with new standards. 

More than a dozen cabdrivers txxrned up at 
City Hall to speak against the plan, which the 
License and Consumer Protection Committee 
sent to the full City Council. 

The administration’s proposal would make 
permanent a $i fuel surcharge that has been 
added to the cost of a cab ride for the past two 
years because of high gas prices. Under the plan, 
a single passenger would be charged $3.25 when 
the cabbie starts the meter. 


'I'he revised package also would phase in 
mileage standards meant to prevent old beater 
cars from being introduced to Chicago streets 
as cabs. An odometer ceiling of 75,000 miles for 
new taxis wouldn’t take effect until 2014. 

Rosemary Krimbel, the city’s commissioner 
of Business Affairs and Consumer Protection, 
said controlling the age and condition of Chi- 
cago cabs is critical, but acknowledged cab 
companies need time to “ramp up” to the new 
standards. 

“This phase-in will take effect, giving the in- 
dustry time to accustom themselves to this new 
rule, because it is dramatically different,” Krim- 
bel said. 

The proposed ordinance also would require 
cab company operators to carry a $200,000 
bond, down from $i million in the initial 
proposal. Currently, operators must have a 
$100,000 bond. 

Members of the Emanuel administration 
worked with lobbyists representing the cab in- 


dustry and sponsoring Aid. Anthony Beale (9th) 
until liiesday morning to come up with a com- 
promise plan, which goes before the full City 
Council on Wednesday. 

Aid. Robert Pioretti (2nd) and some other 
members of the committee voted against the 
plan, arguing they should have more time to 
read it and listen to concerns from cabdrivers 
before the council takes action. 

Drivers complained about a provision that 
increases the cost to lease cabs. Krimbel said in- 
centives for taxi companies to introduce more 
fiiel-efficient cars into their fleets will allow the 
drivers to make back the added cost by saving 
on gas, but several drivers expressed skepticism. 

Another unpopular part of the proposed or- 
dinance, which has been under discussion for 
months, is a requirement that cabbies drive 
no more than 12 hours in a day While Krimbel 
said that will increase safety by forcing drivers 
to take breaks, several cabbies said the policy is 
misguided.

Pirates and protests 


Websites going dark 
as battle over intellectual 
property bills rages 

D LOS ANGELES Most people probably 
haven’t paid much attention to the huge 
corporations waging war in Washington over 
legislation designed to crack down on online 
theft of movies, music and other content. 
But the conflict will hit consumers in the face 
Wednesday, when Wikipedia and several other 
websites intend to go dark to protest the pro- 
posed changes. 

Wikipedia founder Jimmy Wales announced 
Monday that the online encyclopedia would 
be unavailable for 24 hours to protest the Stop 
Online Piracy Act and related legislation, which 
opponents say could lead to censorship or the 
complete shutdown of some websites. 
Wikipedia plans to join Reddit, Boing Bo- 


ing and hundreds of other sites in the so-called 
SOPA Strike, an attempt to publicize their 
complaints about proposals supported by the 
movie and music industries and other media 
companies. 

The Motion Picture Association of America 
and others driving the legislation said real prog- 
ress had been made toward creating a law that 
would protect intellectual property The advo- 
cates said misinformation is inflaming passions 
on the Web while doing nothing to solve the 
problem of piracy 

Internet companies have said the proposed 
legislation— SOPA in the House and the Pro- 
tect Intellectual Property Act in the Senate— 
would allow operators no real due process be- 
fore government actions could be taken against 
them. They said the result would be censorship 
and a strangling of the free flow of information 
that represents the soul of Web freedom.

Fred Armisen and Carrie Brownstein are in the midst of a nationwide 
tour to promote Season 2 of this hit IFC sketch comedy series, “Port- 
landia.” On Wednesday they’ll be in Chicago for a sold-out show at the 
Hideout to play music, screen sneak-peek clips from Season 2 and share 
anecdotes about the series and the various characters they’ve created. 
RedEye chatted with the duo during a conference call with reporters. 

What was the inspiration behind the tour? Did you want a direct 
audience connection? 

Carrie Brownstein: That’s part of it. ... We really appreciate the direct 
connection that a live show brings with the audience and it’s kind of an 
earnest, palpable way of just relating to the people that watch what you 
do. With “Portlandia,” we’ve never really had the opportunity to visit 
with and spend an evening with some of the people that are enjoying 
the show For us, it’s a natural extension of what we like to do anyway 

The Hideout is a perfect venue atmospherically but it sold out in a 
minute. Why didn’t you choose a larger venue? 

Fred Armisen: We want it to feel kind of like you’re visiting us in a 
living room. 

In “Portlandia a lot of the humor comes from these confused char- 
acters who are trying— but failing— to do the right thing. What are 
some of those situations like in real life for the two of you? 

CB: I just feel constantly flummoxed in situations — the recycling 
one is deflnitely true for me. There are coffee shops here that break 
down the recycling and compost into flve or six different categories 
and it really just brings out the contrarian in me where I just want to 
throw everything on the floor or in the trash. It’s very hard. I have a 
Whole Foods near my house and I do have a reusable bag but I always 
forget to bring it. Even though I should, like, not care and just get the 
paper bag, I end up buying another reusable bag and making a big 
performance thing out of it, like, “Hey, everybody, I’m buying another 
reusable bag.” So basically now I’m a hoarder of reusable bags because 
I just buy a new one every time I go. I feel like I’m constantly up 
against those kinds of things. 

FA: For me, I always feel bad for people who are, like, cabdrivers. And 
it’s really dumb of me to feel bad for them— they’re apparently doing 
fine— but I always think, “I don’t want to pay with a credit card; I’ll pay 
cash because they probably could use the cash.” It’s this false sense of 
being responsible for everybody in the world and feeling bad for every- 
one, which is not even asked of me, you know? It also makes no sense. 

I mean, they have a credit card machine; it’s fine, but I always feel like, 
“Sorry I hope you don’t mind if I use a credit card.” It’s just silliness. 

“Portlandia” makes use of so many iconic Portland-area locations. 
What are your favorite iconic Chicago locations? 

FA: I would say the Rainbo. And that whole run along Milwaukee 
Avenue, right by Damen and North. There is something about that 
corner— that Flat Iron building and then the train tracks right next to 
it. That, to me, is iconic for Wicker Park and because of that, Chicago. 







THERE’S A REASON 
‘PORTLANDIA’ 
SEEMS STRANGELY 
LIKE WICKER PARK

When comedian/musician Fred Armisen 
and musician/comedian Carrie Brownstein 
swing through Chicago on Wednesday for a 
sold-out show at the Hideout based on their 
hit IFC sketch series, “Portlandia,” they’ll 
be carrying serious baggage. Never mind, 
of course, the legacy of their day jobs— his 
as a cast member on “Saturday Night Live,” 
which he joined in 2002, hers as the guitar- 
ist of Wild Flag, the power-pop group she 
formed in 2010, several years after the break- 
up of her previous group, the beloved Port- 
land indie band Sleater-Kinney 

Consider their cultural baggage, too: the 
militant foodies, preening mixologists, blink- 
ered animal-rights activists, hipster entrepre- 
neurs and oversensitive hobos— the precious, 
upscale artisan urbanity— that “Portlandia,” 
which began its second season Jan. 6, so 
knowingly sends up. Then consider why Ar- 
misen and Brownstein know this stuff so well. 

In short, it takes a hipster to know a hipster. 
For Brownstein, 37, the roots “Portlandia” are 
traced to Olympia, Wash. But for Armisen, 
45, his hipster past can be traced to Chicago, 
where he was a familiar figure on the music 
and art scene throughout the ’90s, particu- 
larly around then-burgeoning Wicker Park. 

“I lived [there] for a long time, surrounding 
myself with the things I loved,” he said. “Ba- 
sically music and bands. Chicago then was 
like this embryonic version of ‘Portlandia.’ 
Though, no question, the show’s informed by 
my time in Chicago.” 

Drawing from interviews conducted with 
Armisen and longtime friends, what follows is 
a truncated oral history of his Chicago years, 
roughly late 1988 to early 2000. (For the full 
history, go to redeyechicago.com.) 


MUSICAL BEGINNINGS 

Armisen grew up on Long Island and "dressed like a punk-rock 
kid, walking and hanging around and listening to The Clash and 
Run-DMC on a boombox and just getting constantly harassed 
by Long Island cops" childhood friend Wayne Montana said. 
Armisen said he decided to attend the School of the Visual Arts 
in New York City so he could find a band to Join. 

Armisen: At school I met this guy named Damon Locks. 

He wore a coat with the name of this great punk band The 
Damned spray-painted on the back. I remember thinking, “I 
want to be in a band with this guy” 

Damon Locks, Chicago artist and co-founder of the band 
The Eternals: We met in 1987 in art history, and the truth is 
he spotted me because I had spiky black and red dreadlocks. 
But I got into the School of the Art Institute of Chicago and 
moved here, so then Fred and Wayne just decided to move 
too. 

Wayne Montana, Chicago musician and co-founder of The 
Eternals: This was 1988 and Damon was there for 10 days, 
then he called and said Chicago was “pretty cool.” Which 
is funny because that’s all it hinged on. Fred and I packed 
a U-Haul and moved to Chicago. Later with Damon we 
started Trenchmouth. Fred was the drummer. But when we 
first got to Chicago, there was nothing, no scene, no unifying 
aesthetic. So, a few years later, Trenchmouth was like the 
old-school band. 

Locks: It took years for the Wicker Park scene to happen. 
In the meantime, Trenchmouth formed its own scene, 
really We played Art Institute parties, places like Club 
Dreamerz. We played this bowling alley on Fullerton, the 
Fireside Bowl, which was uncomfortable because we set up 
in the lanes. We shared the stage with Jesus Lizard and we 
got along with everyone, but because we signed to a label 
[Skene! Records, the early home of Green Day] in Minne- 
apolis, I don’t think we ever felt like a part of the Chicago 
music thing. 

Armisen: I lived on Wolcott, on Division. I remember 
Tortoise had this loft where they would record and I loved 
that I became part of that scene, not the Cubs scene. ... 
[Musician/producer} Steve Albini became a huge influence 
on me, which I don’t know if he knows. ... I started to work 
at Lounge Ax, too. [Owner] Sue Miller was my boss, which is 
how I got to know Jeff [Tweedy Miller’s husband, the leader 
of Wilco]. I stamped hands, answered the phones. 


Steve Albini: Thah, I met Fred at 
Lounge Ax. I wasn’t a fan of Trench- 
mouth, so that’s not why we would 
have become friends. He would do 
these outlandish karaoke nights and 
would host them in character and do 
impressions of the people who sang. 
He once showed up as Hitler, which 
didn’t go over so well with Sue. 

Sue Miller: Actually, he was dressed like Jesus and Hitler. 
One time he was a hipster Wicker Park girl. Fred was also 
my assistant when Mark [Greenberg, former Lounge Ax 
booker and member of the Coctails] was on tour, and when 
Fred was around I never got anything done. I think he 
started honing his characters on our phone. He would lie to 
everybody He would tell people that Mark was working as 
a mime at Great America. 

ON TO COMEDY 

Trenchmouth broke up in 1996. Two years later Armisen 
married musician Sally Timms of the Mekons; they divorced 
in 2004. He formed a salsa band, Fred Armisen y Su Mensaje 
de Caracas, drummed for Blue Man Group and began to make 
funny videos. 

Armisen: Sally ... showed me an ad in the newspaper for the 
Blue Man Group, which was looking for drummers, and that 
became my first regular paycheck. I was paid $100 a show 
and I learned so much about audience reaction. 

Jeff Quay, Chicago music director for Blue Man Group: 

Fred was kind of an unrefined drummer, but at that point 
we were unrefined and looking for kind of self-taught punk 
drummers. He stayed about a year, which is when Blue Man 
started getting more professional. 

Armisen: I took one or two [improv classes] at Second City 
but I didn’t like it, and the truth is, I don’t think I’m that 
good at it. I went out and bought a video camera instead, and 
that was the turning point. Sally and I were going to South by 
Southwest [music festival and conference in Austin, Texas] and 
I don’t know if I was still frustrated about Trenchmouth, but I 
saw that they had these seminars on, like, how to make it in the 
biz. And I thought, “Tbu can’t have a seminar on something 
like that!” So I tried all this man-on-the-street stuff and did this 
video [“Fred Armisen’s Guide to Music and SXSW”]. ... Those 
videos led to me doing pieces for HBO. Which led to “SNL.” 
I’m still amazed how it worked.
